Consumers .everywhere...will, rejoice in'the step'taken by 


'John F. Farrell, superinlendent of weights and measures in 
the State of New York, to pul a stop to dishonest advertising. 
It is-evident that there are'some manufacturers and dealers 
who are unaware that there js'a law prohibiting this practice, 
or who are willing to take chances in defying Hie law.' In 
either case the offenders are to.hear from the-superinlendent, 
who has been making investigations which show that the law 
has been flagrantly violated, and he proposes to end'the prac- 
tice if there is power in the law to do it. 


The law prohibits advertising in any form .which contains 


false statements relative |o quantity or quality of goods, the 
methdd'of production or manufacture, the reason for the price 
of the goods,-or any statement intended -to mislead. 
The 


superintendent knows that the newspapers have not the means 
of "knowing all'the facts in connection with the advertising- 
thai comes to their columns, and-il goes without saying that 
they accept advertising from seemingly reputable persons and 
firms without question. 'But the abuse of this confidence has 
become so flagrant that Superintendent. Farrell has determined 
to bring the law to bear. In'his'in'ves'HgaUons he found blan- 
kets advertised.as all wool that contained 51 per cent, of cot- 
ton, and underskirts advertised..ifs.pure silk that did not con- 
tain a particle of silk. These counterfeits were so ingeniously 
made that they would never.be detected by the average person, 
but they were counterfeits and frauds just the same, and the 
kind of advertising by which they were foisted upon the pub- 
lic is to be stopped.

There is rertson to believe thai most advertisers—manufac- 


turers.and dealers—tell the truth-in their announcements to 
the public, as this is by far the 
1 best policy, viewed strictly from 


the business standpoint and leaving out entirely the question 
of honesty. But, unfortunately, there are those who are ready 
to deceive and defraud. 
It is therefore well thai (here should 


be law for the protection qf the public and that it should be 
brought to bear when occasion arises. • 


The action of Superintendent Farrell will consequently be 


endorsed by all buyers and.sellers;of goods who believe in a 
square deal.
